It 
notified the housing authority and 
the city the' resident is ‘‘about to 
commense a civil action.” 

SEARLES DOUGLAS was 
reprasenting the complainant, Misty 
Aitken, at the time the notice was 
issued in June. Douglas has been 
representing the city since his ap- 
pointment in éarly May. 


Members. of the City Council 


discussed the situation in an ex- 
ecutive session at Tuesday night’s

council meeting. No formal action or 
discussion took place. 

Douglas said Wednesday the situa- 
tion was not an unusual one for an at- 
torney. 

“EVERYONE’S HAD conflicts 
when they first take over (under a 
new administration),” Douglas said. 
“The former city attorneys were in- 
volved in a lot of conflicts.”” 

He said he filed the notice because 
he had a legal obligation to do so. He 
said Aitken came to him with the 
complaint in September 1984. 

Douglas said the notice of injury 
must be filed within a year or forfeit 
the client’s cause of action. , 

“IF I DIDN'T file it, they (his 
client) could have turned around 
and sued me,” he said. 

Douglas said he isn’t sure the legal 
matter is a conflict of interest, 
anyway. 


“It's really filed against the 
Granite City Housing Authority,” he 
said. 


DOUGLAS SAID the _ Illinois 
State’s Attorney General's Office 
could give a determination of 
whether the case is proper. 

“The office would Hrobably deter- 
mine (that) if the c&s@is not a con- 
flict, it is so close to being a conflict 
that it should be dropped,” he said. 

City Clerk Robert W. Stevens said 
Wednesday the notice of injury 
names both the housing authority 
and the city. He said even if the 
housing authority was the only party 
named, the group is still appointed 
by the mayor and approved by the 
Gity Council. 


DOUGLAS SAID HE thinks his ac- 
tions so far have been ethical. 
‘If I was to actually pursue this

case, it would be a conflict,” he said. 
“Every action I have taken thus far 
has been handled correctly — I have 
not done anything improper at all.”’ 

Douglas said he was angered the 
council discussed the matter in ex- 
ecutive session. 


“THERE SHOULD NOT have 
been a big deal made of it,” he said. 

Douglas said he would have ex- 
plained it to the aldermen in regular 
session if he had been requested to 
do so. ‘ ,

GRANITE CITY — The’ settle- 
ment of Granite City Steel’s real 
estate as ssment dispute with local 
taxing bodies has left at least one 
person uneasy. 

Kelly Hogan, president of the 
Granite City School Board, said he 
wished the negotiated figures would 
have’ been Closer to figures obtained 
in an appraisal done by William 
Townsley of Chicago. 

HOGAN SAID TOWNSLEY'S 
work resulted in a potential assessed 
valuation of $98 million for the plant 
for 1983, or 82 percent more than the 
$54 million figure decided upon in 
the settlement. 

Granite City Steel will be required 
to pay more taxes than it does now 


after the settlement, which 


- established a valuation of $57 million 


for 1984 and $60 million for the 1985 
tax year. 


The assessed valuation of proper-_ 


ty is equal to one-third of the proper- 
ty’s estimated actual value, so 
Townsley’s figure of $295 million of 
the total plant resulted in the recom- 
mendation for a $98 million valua- 
tion. 

“THE BOARD OF REVIEW had a 
figure of $82 million,” Hogan said. 
“That would mean an actual value 
of $246 million. “If we take $54 
million for 1983, that means an ac- 
tual value of $162 million, or a dif- 
ference of $84 million (in total value, 
ora erence of $28 million in the 
potential assessment).

“Rediscover Cahokia” annual 
festivities will be held on Aug. 10 and 
11 from 1} a.m. to 4 p.m. at Cahokia 
Mounds State Historic Site. Admis- 
sion to the event is free.

This weekend event is held to give 
visitors a glimpse into life as it was a 
thousand years ago, when a large 
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prehistoric city flourished here. 
There were more than 100 mounds 
on the site during its heyday. . 
“Hands-on” demonstrations are 
scheduled continuously throughout 
the event; they include flintknapp- 
ing (arrowhead making), pottery 
making, food preparation, beadwork 
and celt (stone axe) usage. There 
will be Indian dancing, storytelling, 
an ‘‘atlatl’’ (spearthrowing) contest 
and an Indian-style chunky game. 
Visitors can try their stamina by 
climbing to the top of Monks Mound, 
which covers 14 acres and is the 
largest prehistoric structure in the 
United States.

Tax hikes focus on consumptions

SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
General Assembly has voted for 
permanent increases in four dif- 
ferent taxes since 1983 began, and 
"each could be considered a sales 
tax. ' 

The movement to emphasize 
consumption taxes rather than in- 
come taxes is a major shift in 
state tax policy from what was 
established with imposition of the 
state income tax in 1970. 

Since then, lawmakers have 
looked to income taxes only twice 
to solve state revenue problems, 
and once it was for a temporary 
increase only. 
| Corporate income tax rates 
were raised to replace the elimi- 
nation of the corporate personal 
property tax in 1979. All income 
taxes were raised temporarily to 
help the state recover from reces- 
sion in 1983. ‘ 

But, contrary to the direction 
established in 1970 — and to the 
approach urged by several tax 
studies in intervening years — the 
state has not moved toward great- 
er reliance on the income tax. And 
contrary to Thompson's own 1982 
‘Tax Reform Commission recom- 
mendations, the state has raised 
the rate, but narrowed the base of 
the regular sales tax. F 

Before a permanent increase in 
the sales tax rate was approved in 
1983, Illinois already depended on 
sales taxes more than most other 


states. Today, that dependence is 
even higher. 

Of all of the state taxes, econo- 
mists consider the income tax the 
fairest. It is broadly based, has 
few special interest exemptions, 
and has a low, flat rate that ap- 
plies to nearly all taxpayers. 

Because of the personal exemp- 
tion, the tax falls less heavily on 
the poor, taking a smaller per- 
centage of their income. The tax 
clearly is tied to the ability to pay 
— the more one earns, the more 
one pays. 

The state sales tax, on the other 
hand, falls more heavily on those 
in lower income groups. 

Many conservative economists 
support consumption taxes be- 
cause they encourage people to 
earn and to save. But the Illinois 
move toward dependence on con- 
sumption taxes is not across the 
board. As a result, the tax en- 
courages certain types of con- 
sumption but discourages other 
types. 

The base of the tax is relatively 
narrow. Food and medicine are 
exempted. Manufacturing equip- 
ment or machinery used to main- 
tain that equipment is not taxed. 
Neither is the sale of farm imple- 
ments. Printing equipment is not 
taxed. Part of the cost of Gasohol 
is not taxed. And no services are 
taxed. 

So people who spend more of 
their income on services than on 
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tangible goods do not pay as much 
sales tax as their consumption 
would suggest. 

Here are some of the consump- 
tion tax changes made by the Gen- 
eral Assembly in the past three 
sessions: 

— Lawmakers in 1983 raised the 
state sales tax from 4 percent to 5 
percent. That permanent increase 
accompanied a temporary in- 
crease in the state income tax. 
Public officials claimed credit for 
removing the temporary income 
tax increase in 1984, but few men- 
tioned the continuing sales tax in- 
crease. (That bopst was offset 
somewhat by the final removal of 
the sales tax on food and medi~- 
cine, dropping the rate for those 
items from 2 percent to zero.) 

— The Legislature in 1984 reim- 
posed the 5 percent sales tax on 
soft drinks and other non-dairy 
beverages that contain a mini- 
mum of natural juices. That sales 
tax increase went to help fund the 
McCormick Place expansion, 
state tourism promotion, planning 
for the 1992 Chicago World’s Fair 
and improvement of the state 
park system. 

— Legislators in 1985 approved 
two consumption tax increases to 
help pay for education improve- 
ments. One imposed a new 5 per- 
cent message tax on interstate 
telephone calls; the second boost- 
ed the state cigarette tax by 8 
cents per pack.

In ‘hindsight, it was probably a 
mistake to try to tackle tax reform 
this year. The fax reform issue 
simply diverted too much attention 
from the more important job of mat- 


ching government income and ex- 
penses. 

There simply wasn't enough time 
and energy both to overhaul the tax 
code and beat the deficit. In the end, 
the Reagan administration gave up 
on the idea of freezing major entitle- 
ment programs. As a result, the 
final compromise on budget cuts will 
hardly cut at all 

‘To make matters worse, it now ap- 
pears certain that the U.S. economy 
is growing less rapidly than op- 
timists expected. The result will be 
lower tax collections and large 
federal deficits as far as the eye can 
see.

Interest rates eas- 
ed a bit when progress on cutting the 
deficit seemed more likely. And the 
U.S. dollar came down from record 
highs.

In fact, the unsolved 
deficit problem lays the foundation 
for higher interest rates, weak 
foreign currencies, and continuing 
farm income problems.

SENATE PASSES AIR SECURITY BILL 


Following the hij 
TWA flight 847, Ame 
came acutely aware that our coun- 
try is increasingly the target of 
terrorist acts. 

It became very clear that we 
have to take decisive steps to stem 
the growing tide of attacks against 
Americans abroad, especially in 
the Mideast. 

One of the best ways to coun- 
ter the terrorist threat is to take the 
kind of actions that will prevent 
them from happening in the first 
place. Only by taking preventative 
steps can we discourage terrorists 
from victimizing -Americans and 
American institutions. 

President Reagan announced 
a series of steps to help achieve 
that goal; among them being the 
expansion of our armed sky mar- 
shal program. The Senate has now 
provided funding for that 
purpose. 

I support this action and ad- 
vocate the consideration of sever- 
al other steps. Among these would 
be more extensive use of the Del- 
ta Force and the F.B.I. Hostage 
Rescue Team, suspension of 
$40-$50 million in aid to Lebanon 


which has not yet been obligated, 
and a priority emphasis on intelli- 
gence gathering in the area. 

To specifically address the 
skyjacking threat, the Senate has 
just passed legislation, including 
provisions I sponsored. 

The bill requires the Secretary 
of Transportation to conduct peri- 
odic assessments of the effective- 
ness of security measures at for- 
eign airports. 

If the Secretary finds an air- 
port does not have security meas- 
ures comparable to American air- 
ports, he or she is required to in- 
form the appropriate foreign 
authorities to correct the 
problems. 

If the foreign authorities fail 
to bring security levels up within 
60-days, the Secretary is required 
to prominently display at major 
U.S. airports a list of foreign air- 
ports with security problems. 

Most importantly, the 
Department of Transportation, 
with the approval of the Secretary 
of State, is given the authority to 
limit the operation of any U.S. or 
foreign air carrier flying to the 
U.S. from security deficient 


airports. 

In addition, the bill contains 
a provision authored by my col- 
league, Senator Simon, which pro- 
vides $10 million for the expand- 
ed development of equipmefit to 
detect plastic explosives. The 
production of this equipment 
would significantly enhance air- 
port security. 

This. measure makes it clear 
to foreign governments that if they 
want to continue to enjoy travel 
business from American citizens, 
100,000 of whom are overseas on 
any. given day spending American 
currency, then they have to take 
the necessary precautions to. pro- 
tect our people. 

The House of Representatives 
has just passed a similar bill and 
it will be reconciled with the 
Senate version in-an upcoming’ 
conference committee. 

We cannot wait for the next 
hijacking to show us where the air- 
port and air carrier security 
problems are. We need a méchan- 
ism to assure that security 
problems are uncovered and cor- 
rected, and this bill is a good step 
toward that goal.

Chouteau highway 
pension tax voted

Chouteau residents can expect a 5 
percent township tax hike next year. 
The increase was approved after a 
tax levy hearing Monday night. 

For every $100 of assessed valua- 
tion, the tax rate will rise 4.6 cents, it 
was estimated. Funds from this rate 
will go to the highway department's 
Illinois Municipal Retirment ‘Fund 
(IMRF) 

SIX EMPLOYEES are covered by 
IMRF pension provisions. The state 
regulates the amount the town 
highway program, must contribute 
each year. 

Because of increases in IMRF and 
Social Security payments, 
Chouteau’s funds have diminished 
and prior surpluses have been ex- 
hausted. 

Attorney Jim Sinclair explained, 
“We would be in a deficit situation if 
we didn’t (authorize the tax). Pay- 
ment of this is astatelaw."" | 

SUPERVISOR Morris Miles said, 
“This should have been raised back 
in 1983-84, maybe in 1982-83. Now it 
(the fund) has been eaten up. 

“Tf it had been brought up a little 
each year, we wouldn’t be in this 
position.”’ 

In the past year, IMRF payments 
have jumped from 6.36 percent to 
7.75 percent while Social, Security 
has risen 1.55 percent, Town Clerk 
Pat Polley said 

MILES SAID an ordinance on 
residential weed problems will be 
considered after the annual 
township meeting next spring. 


In the meantime, a policy will be 
used to control weeds. It calls for a 
resident to send a notice of com- 
plaint, allowing adequate time to 
respond 

If a notice is ignored, the township 
can cut the weeds and bill the pro- 
perty owner.

The school boafd awarded a bid 
Tuesday to Von Arx Construction 
Co. of St. Louis for removal of 
asbestos in three buildings for 
$29,800, but the award was condi- 
tional on Von Arx waiting until next 
summer after school is out. 

“] HAD WONDERED about the 
timing of this,’ said board member 
Dewey Melton. ‘‘But the fact that 
this is the second time the bids have 
gone out answered my question. 
Let’s award it to them and see what 
they say.”’ 

The district got no responses when 
the job was put out for bids the first 
time. 

Henry Gabriel, a local architect, 
said the job would probably take 
about 20 working days to complete 
and would likely require the closing 
of the high school gymnasium, for 
about 10 days, as well as the closing 
of affected areas at Coolidge Junior 
High School and Prather School for 
five days each. 


“I HAVE TALKED with the EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 
and they said they would not like to 
have any students around while the 
work was being done,” Gabriel said. 
“I would recommend holding off on 
the job until June.” A 

The board authorized Gabriel to 
go back to Von Arx, tell the company 
the board accepted its bid, and ask if 

, it could wait until the 1985-86 school 
year is over in June. 

“I’m sure the price will go up a lit- 
tle bit if.we wait a year,” said Ron 
Landman, director of buildings and 
grounds for the district. ‘‘But we've 
waited this long.

SIBA Executive Director Leonard 
Boyer said contractors will be deal- 
ing directly with construction 
unions, adding: 

“This decision does not equate to 
abandonment by the association of 
its members and their labor in- 
terests. In fact, this move should 
strengthen the bargaining posture of 
contractors and allow them to ad- 
dress, with their counterparts in 
labor, the specific issues that affect 
their particular operations.” 

PRODUCTIVITY gains were cited 
as a major goal. 

SIBA, a chapter of the Associated 
General Contractors of America, 
serves nearly 800 construction and

“It is the board’s conviction that it 
is impossible, under the traditional 
method of negotiating  multi- 
employer contracts, to satisfy the 
many and diverse needs of SIBA 
members. The board believes other 
alternatives may lend themselves to 
satisfying the needs unique to each 
individual contractor.” 


SIBA HAS negotiated construction 
labor agreements, on behalf of large 
groups of its members, with basic 
trades carpenters, operating 
engineers, ironworkers, cement 
masons, laborers and teamsters — 
since its inception. This will no 
longer occur. 

Boyer said, “There are a number 
of reasons for the change. Some 
unions have turned a deaf ear to 
pleas to help answer the particular 
needs of various segments of the in- 
dustry. 


““At the same time, a particularly 
distressing practice has been the 
denial of concessions to those in the 
bargaining unit — concessions that 
are routinely granted to ‘visiting’ 
contractors who are not SIBA 
members, and to selected owners 
and developers who ask for contract 
changes that favor their individual 
projects and situations. 

“It has become apparent the only 
way to ensure that ndividual 
issues important to each contractor 
or type of operaton are addressed — 
is for employers of like 
characteristics to gravitate to each 
other and negotiate from their point 
of view. 

“IT IS OUR HOPE this new ap- 
proach will mean negotiations will 
again begin to recognize the selec- 
tive individual needs of diverse 
groups of contractors.”’ 

Boyer noted the entry within the 


last two to three years into the Scott 
Air Force Base construction market 
of ‘‘open-shop firms, the recent ar- 
rival for the first time of non-union 
contractors in highway construction 
in this region, the nearly-complete 
loss of residential and light commer- 
cial construction for unions in the 
Madison County area, and the rapid 
deterioration of public and private 
construction markets for union con- 
tractors in other segments of 
Southern Illinois.”” 

He stressed, ‘‘Steps must be taken 
to allow contractor-members to 
compete. 

“VARIOUS CITIES, counties and 
government agencies have con- 
tracts with building trades unions to 
perform day labor (in-house) con- 
struction work, instead of contrac- 
ting such work out to the private sec- 
tor. 

“Union members are putting their 
(union) cards in their shoes, at least 
on a temporary basis, and are per- 
forming work at night or on 
weekends that was formerly per- 
formed under contract utilizing 
union labor in the more traditional 
sense. 

“Tf all entities are looking out for 
their own self-interests, it is time 
that contractors do likewise 


“Contrary to what some may 
believe, the decision by the SIBA 
board does not represent the inten- 
tion to move to open shop. SIBA is a 
contractors’ association for 
members regardless of size, type of 
work, or status of relationship with 
unions. 

“WE ARE NOT the first to forsake 
traditional multi-employer bargain- 
ing. AGC chapters all over the coun- 
try have made similar moves in the 
past several years, all due to lack of 


| response for meaningful change and 
due to marketplace realities. 

“Construction owners’ demands 
for a less expensive, more cost- 
efficient product will only grow 
louder in the days ahead, unless the 
open-shop movement proceeds to 
satisfy those demands before the 
unionized contruction sector does. 

“The challenge for the 1980s and 

90s,” Boyer added, ‘‘will be to. 
reverse the present situation in 
which essential replacement of 
segments of the public works system 
has been deferred because’ of 
economic considerations. : 

“Tf the union segment of the con- 
struction industry is to take an ac- 
tive part in rebuilding the in- 
frastructure, it will have to make its’ 
participants more competitive by 
achieving significant improvements 
in contract working conditions that 
will result in increased productivity. 

“FINALLY, THEY MUST unders- 
tand that their future within the in- 
dustry will have to depend on con- 
tract improvements granted to con- 
tractors that hire their rank-and-file 
members on a day-in, day-out basis, 
not only for those contractors that 
they know can bring in their own 
open-shop workforce, and not only 
on projects that are so large there is 
inherently a fear within the building 
trades of losing the work to a non- 
union firm. 

“In short, construction firms in 
this region can no longer afford to of- 
fer their products and services at 
costs higher than the marketplace 
will bear. They must bargain hard 
for the changes they féel they per- 
sonally need. 

“The SIBA board believes this 
revision of its labor relations policy 
will be a positive step toward that 
end.” \

State returns $1.6 million, 
has another $115 million 


The state took in $16 million in 
unclaimed property and returned 
more than $1.6 million to, Illinois 
citizens during the past fiscal year, 
breaking all previous records for 
receipt and disbursement of 
unclaimed assets 

Not only did the Unclaimed Pro- 
perty Division of the Department of 
Financial Institutions (DF1) collect 
over $16 million in unclaimed finan- 
cial assets, but it returned a tenth of 
that amount to 2,493 who had forgot- 
ten about money that was rightfully 
theirs. 

DFI published the names of 21,476 
individuals who are entitled to 
reclaim property, the most com- 
prehensive list ever published of 
names submitted for the first time. 

Since 1977, the state has increased 
efforts to enforce the Uniform 


Disposition of Unclaimed Property ~ 


Act — one of Illinois’ original con- 
sumer protection laws — and to 
return as much money as possible to 
the owners or their heirs. 

Between 1962 (when the Act took 
effect) and 1976, the department col- 
lected $22,531,175 and _ returned 
$1,668,797. Through June 30, 1985, its 
has collected $104,896,073 and 
returned $9,951,299 to the public

said, ‘‘This was a good year but we 
are not satisfied because we have 
more than $115,000,000 to return.”’ 

The law requires all entities — 
public, private and government — to 
remit all financial assets to the state 
if unclaimed for seven years or 
more. Unclaimed assets include 
abandoned savings and checking ac- 
counts, uncashed paychecks, un- 
cashed dividends, money orders and 
gift certificates. 

Earlier this year, the department 
took possession of the contents of 
almost 5,000 safe deposit boxes. The 
contents were released to Illinois’ 
custody by the U.S. comptroller of 
the currency after being stored in 
Washington, D.C., since the 1930s 
depression. 

“As banks failed and people did 
not come forward to claim their con- 
tents, the remainder was sent to 
W. ington,” said Fryzel. 

“We are taking an inventory of the 
contents and will attempt to match 
up the property .with owners or 
heirs. 

“In addition, because of the 
significance the contents may have 
for Illinois history, .we have spon- 
sored legislation to allow us to loan 
the unclaimed contents to museums 
and universities around the state.’’ 

Anyone who feels he or she may 
have unclaimed assets may write to 
the Department of Financial Institu- 
tions, Unclaimed Property Division, 
421 E. Capitol, Springfield 62706. 
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Cruse added that A.O. Smith 
Corp., Illinois Power Co. and other 
businesses have also adopted pro- 
jects to make their facilities more 
attractive. 

“Tt is a challenge to the rest of the 
community to match the efforts of 
our leading industries,” he said. 
“We need to make our community, 
as appealing as possible in the com-| | 
petition to attract new companies 
and businesses to develop more jobs. 

“Although we have an excellent 
industrial location, there !s much 
that can be done to improve the at- 
tractiveness of our city. Every 
business and every homeowner can 
and should do his part in putting our 
best foot forward in the competition 
to attract new jobs. 

“SHOWING PRIDE in ourselves 
by keeping our properties repaired 
and painted, and adding a few trees 
and shrubs can make a world of dif- 
ference to our town. It is an impor- 
tant step to help it turn around.””

In 1983 
women’s basketball was dropped 
bec, e of lack of interest. 

‘The task has not been an easy one. 

“4 KNEW it would be tough,” 
Daniels said. ‘When I was offici- 


ating last April and May had I 
known (about the job), I would have 
been looking for talent more close- 
ly.” 

Daniels came to GCC after almost 
three full seasons at Lovejoy High 
School coaching boys basketball. He 
compiled a 46-36 record in almost, 
three full seasons. 

Currently Daniels has been knock- 
ing on doors and spending long hours 
on the telephone. 

“Right now is a critical period. 
Everybody’s vacations are almost 
over and maybe those young women 
who had planned to attend a four- 
year school ran into some problems. 
‘That’s were I can help.” © 

DANIELS said he plans to be at the 
junior college Monday when reg- 
istration begins to talk to some 
students. He also plans ‘to hold an 
open gym after Aug. 26..

The Major League Baseball players’ strike 
didn’t last as long as many thought it would. The 
wizardry of Peter Ueberroth made sure of that. 


| It’s a good thing that Ueberroth, and not three 
Granite City youths, were at the bargaining table. 
For if they had, you can bet that Monday night’s 
baseball game would have been the last this 
season. These three guys are a lot less forgiving. 


For this column, I wanted an amateur’s opinion 
bf professionals; Little Leaguers’ opinions of their 
striking Major League counterparts. About noon 
Wednesday, I spotted a small group ballplayers at 
Worthen Park. 


Surprisingly, or maybe it’s just a sign of the 
‘times, these three Granite City youths, who play 
baseball in the Wilson Park Little League, didn’t 
side on the strike matter with their Major League 
‘counterparts. iS 
Nope. These guys were with the owners all the 
way. ‘ 

“T don’t think they (the players) should get as 
much as they do,” said Shawn Tripp, the first 
baseman for Hardee’s Juvenile Division team. “I 
think there should be an effort to drop their 
salaries. It’s (high salaries), this talk of pensions 
and everything (arbitration) is hurting the game.”” 

Then came his clincher. 

“Instead, I think a standard should be establish- 
ed; a standard of salaries which is the same 
throughout the league. A rookie should get so 
much. A second-year player should get so much 
more and so on. They’re paying one or two 
players too much (and every other player less) 
and everybody knows it takes more than one or 
two players to win a pennant.” 

Pretty savvy kid, huh. 

Step up Chris Nolan and take your shot. Nolan, 
a teammate of Tripp's, is a third baseman for 

|Hardee’s. 

“I think the whole thing, the strike and 
everything is dumb. They (the players) already 
get enough money,” Nolan said. “After all, a 
strike does nothing but hurt the fans anyway; 
those people who pay their salaries.”” 

Then Nolan offered a sterile, purist explanation 
of the national pasttime. 

“Baseball is just for fun, that’s the way it used 
to be, That’s the reason I play. Somewhere along 
the way the (Major League) players lost sight of 
‘that,’’ Nolan said. 

Then Nolan’s teammate, Jody Ritchie, the 
team’s center fielder, offered even a more pro- 
found comment. 

“I don’t know how it could be done, but I don’t 
think that professional baseball players should get 
paid at all,” Ritchie said. ‘They started playing

These kids, who haven't had a taste of high 
~ school yet, seemed to be very opinionated. 


It was interesting to hear remarks from these 
three amateur baseball players. And, I must ad- 
mit, their reactions were quite surprising. 

Heck, I thought all kids that age were in love 
with professional baseball and the men who 
played the game. I was. Perhaps my fondest 
memory was getting my picture taken with 
Johnny Bench on camera day at Busch Stadium in 
1971. 

Back then, baseball was purer, I suppose. 

Back then players didn’t stretch their stirrup 
socks to the knee; there were .350 hitters with 
$30,000 paychecks. 

Going back a little farther, the 1967 World 
Champion Cardinals, for example, had a total 
team payroll (including managers and coaches) 
was less than $1 million. Nowadays, that would 
barely cover Ozzie Smith’s salary to the All-Star 
break.

I had a sickening feeling in the pit 
of my stomach that mid-summer 
morning in late 1950 when my Sports 
Editor, Sidney C. (Sid) Keener, a 
Jimmy Walker look-a-like, called 
me fo his desk at the Star-Times. 


Keener outlined a plan, or rather 
an assignment he had for me that 
baseball season. 


_ “Alvin, my boy,” he says, “I’m 
going to give you a break. During the 
rest of the season, I’ve drawn up a 
list of ‘baseball players I want you to 
interview and then do personal type 
of stories about. Now, I don’t wish 
you to talk to them at the ball park 
(it was then Sportsman’s Park), but 
at their hotels. And at times of your 
choosing and not at theirs. I want 
you to find out what kind of guys 
they are when you wake them up 
while they are sleeping, say, after 
playing late the night before.” 

Pausing, he threw his head back 
and laughed roaringly, no doubt as 
he saw: the look on my face, which 

I’m sure was one of sheer distress 
and fear. As if to then build my con- 
fidence, he added: ‘‘These last four 
or five years, you have done a great 
job in writing your ‘Prep Players of 
the Week’ players up. I now want to 
see what you can do with the pros."” 

Ass he said that, he handed me the 
list) of pro baseball players he 
wanted me to interview. In the top 

five were the names of the New York 
Yankees’ Joseph Paul (Joltin’ Joe) 
DiMaggio, and Theodore Samuel 
(Ted) Williams of the Boston Red 
Sox, known by many as Back Pay 
Billionaires. 

You'll note that I spoke of fear 
when I was given the assignment of 
interviewing some of the game of 
baseball’s most illustrious and shin- 
ing/stars. But, I must set the record 
straight: there was only one of the 
stars on Keener’s list that worried. 
me, That I feared doing. And, that 
was Williams. 

If you see Williams now, he ap- 
pears very pleasant and easy to talk 
to. Most of the times that he’s inter- 
viewed now he’s in the act of fishing, 
a sport he dearly loves. Mostly, in 
Plorida. 

But, back there in the late 1940's, 
he was'a holy terror. 

And, he had a running feud and a 
running battle with sports reporters, 
both electonic and printed. He had 
made it crystal clear, or even more 
so, that he was sore at the press. 
And, wouldn’t talk 

I mentioned this to Keener. He 
laughted at me and said “you'll 
work it out somehow.” 

DiMaggio, on the other hand, the 
darling of New York and the rest of 
the U.S.A., who was everyone’s Mr. 
Nice Guy, would be a piece of cake. 

Williams, one of the game of 
bageball’s greatest hitters and the 
last batter to hit .400 (.406) for a 
season,, had picked up his grudge 
against the reporters growing out of 
the 1946 World Series between 
Williams’ Boston and the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 

The Red Sox, with one of the 
gréatest lineup of hitters ever in the 
Major League, was paced by the 


great Williams who, by the way, 
finished a career in The Bigs with a 
.344 batting average. At bat, the Red 
Stockings were truly awesome. 

Going into the series of ’46, Boston 
was a heavy favorite to win, andina 
short and sweet series. 

But, the bookies didn’t figure on 
the Red Birds’ first year manager, 
Eddie Dyer. And the tactic Dyer 
would use to practically silence 
Williams’ bat. Dyer played on 
Williams’ pride...and won, in seven 
games on the great dash of Enos 
(Country) Slaughter from first base 
to score on Harry Walker’s hit to 
right field with the winning run. 

What Dyer did was to shift nearly 
all his defense to the right side of the 
diamond and dared Williams to try 
and hit through it. 

Williams took the dare and 
wouldn’t change his batting habit or 
stance with the dourful result that he 
hit a piddingly .200 for the entire 
seven games. Just a lousy five hits in 
24 times at bat. The Birds’ Harry 
Walker led all series hitters with a 
412. Bobby Doerr led the Sox with a 
.409 average. 

It isn’t an overstatement to say 
that the Gentlemen of the Press tore 
Ted Williams up and down for his 
stubborness and practically accuss- 
ed him of losing the Series for 
Boston. 

Williams took a long time forgett- 
ng the Series of ’46. In fact, I don’t 
think that he’s ever forgotten them, 
even now. 

Well, I'drew Joltin’ Joe DiMaggio 
for my first interview.

Johnny Pesky, who was his 
‘roomie,’ answered the phone and 
promptly put Williams on. I couldn’t 
believe my ears when he failed to 
chew me out and, instead, asked me 
to ‘come on right up and join him for 
breakfast” which they were having 
served in their room. There was only 
one condition: ‘I'll not talk about 
my batting in the ’46 World Series,” 
he snapped and that was that. 

I did a piece about his pasttime of 
fishing. A sport, incidentally, which 
I know nothing about. Funny thing. 
Joe Dimaggio is still the ‘nice guy” 
and Williams hardly ever will talk to 
reporters.

A statewide African famine relief 
program has been launched. 

Illinois Agriculture for Africa will 
bring citizens together in the largest 


single-state effort of its type in the 
nation. 

Gov. James R. Thompson unveil- 
ed the plans Tuesday, saying, ‘All of 
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‘John A. Sharp, a: 


us have been shocked by the famine 
in Africa. More than 35 million peo- 
ple will go to sleep tonight in Africa 
desperately hungry and without 
much hope. 

“QUR FARMERS and our people 
have’ always been generous. I am 
confident this voluntary program 
will help send thousands of tons of 
food overseas, thereby helping 
many thousands of people live 
longer.” 

The program is a cooperative ef- 
fort among'the Office of the Gover- 
nor, the Illinois Depattment of 
Agriculture and World Vision Relief 
Organizations. 

Thompson said, “‘Illinois’ efficient 
farmers are able to provide. the 
necessary food products, but help 
from the non-agricultural sector, in 
the form of monetary donations, will 
be needed if the effort is to be a suc- 
cess.”” 

The governor also addressed 
transportation and distribution -dif- 
ficulties in the African nations. 

“DESPITE THE MANY reports 
regarding spoilage of food products 
on the dock in Africa, great care has 
been taken by the organizers of this 
program to assure delivery of the 
food donated from Illinois,”’ he said. 

“A careful audit procedure for 
every single bag of grain has been 
established. We are willing to do 
whatever it takes to guarantee that 
the generosity of the people of Il- 
linois reaches the hands of those who 
need it.”’ 

The program will accept two 
forms of donations. Cash contribu- 
tions will be collected at designated 
collection points and grain will be 
accepted from the state's farmers at 
their local elevators. 


ALL GRAIN DONATIONS will be 
sold at current price levels at the 
end of each week by the elevator 
operators and the proceeds will be 
collected by the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture. The donations will be 
recorded and Aabulated by the 
department. 

The money will then be used to 
purchase Corn-Soy-Milk (CSM) pro- 
cessed corn meal and other forms of 
fortified corn meal products from 


either Lauhoff Grain Company or Il- - 


linois Cereal Mills, Paris, Ill. 

Illinois Agriculture Tor Africa will 
be responsible for transporting the 
food products to an American port 
for shipment. World Vision will be 
responsible for shipping and 
distribution to Africa. 

Donations will be accepted from 
now until Nov. 1, 1985. The first ship- 
ment will leave Illinois when enough 
donations have been collected to 
warrant shipment. 


“THE TIMING of this project is 
excellent,’’ Robert Ainsworth, 
World Vision Relief Organization 
director, said in accepting the 
state’s offer. 

“Despite reports of spoilage’ 
reaching the media during recent 
weeks, our staff in the field indicates 
surpluses on the docks are dwindling 
rapidly. This gracious offer of relief 
will reach the starving in Africa at a 
time when a severe shortage of 
available food is expected to occur.” 

Donations will be accepted at all 
grain elevators, county Cooperative 
Extension and Agricultural 
Stabilization & Conservation Service 
offices and the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture. 

STATE DIRECTOR of 
Agriculture Larry Werries urged 
farmers to respond. 

“The farmers of Illinois are facing 
difficult times,” Werries said. “But 
the people of Africa are facing a dif- 
ficult struggledor basic survival. 

“Tilinois Agriculture for Africa of- 
fers an opportunity for farmers, 
along with the rest of the citizens of 
Illinois, to join together in a tremen- 
dous humanitarian effort to meet a 
critical need.

“If you start a vacation with no 
plans, you won't get very far,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Most of us run our financial 
lives that way.
